The new code classes larceny of 
ten pesetas ($1.60) or less as & 
misdemeanor.

Other questions are suggested, 
and a ud of the sources of in-

provisions of the nh law are 
complied with, they are quite as 
legai and binding as similar de~- 
crees in this or any other country. 

But ne one should t the idea 
that it ts $0 e&ey break up 
erstwhile happy homes tn France 
that what amounts to a mall-order 
business in divorces has been es- 
tablished. Nor are Parte shop- 
keepers giving hand-painted, de- 
ribboned, and duly-eealed certifi- 
cates away with half a pound of 
tea. One must buy at least a 
month's groceries. 

Not so many years the 
French law provided that a divorce 
could be obtained ff both parties 
desired jt. Buch a provision, it may 
be pointed out, is in sharp con- 
trast with the lawe of every State 
of the “inited States that forbid 
collusion in obtaining divorces, and 
evidently it ied to abuses in 
France, for un was repealed. The 
Napoleonic Code was amended by 
enumerating the grounds upon 
which a divorcee could be granted. 


GROUNDS FOR DIVORCE 

There grounds are adultery, 
violence, cruelty, conviction of «a 
capital or infamous crime, and 
“Injures graves.” Violence in- 
cludes any act endangering life. 
aggravated assault and battery, 
turtous and uncontrollable fite of 
anger, threatenings, infliction of 
wounds, ete. Cruelty, under the 
French interpretation, i# almost as 
‘all-embracing as «a Mother Hub- 
bard,” and in a divorcee case the 
judge ip vested with far-reaching 
discretion. <Any act which does 
not come under the head of viol- 
ence, but which the judge thinks 
renders life burdensome or exiet- 
ence in common intolerable or im- 
possible, constitutes cruelty. 

But the phrase “injures graves” 
ja even more clastic than the term 
“cruelty,” ase the French code -is 
applied, and 't is under that head- 

Ing that most of the divorces 
96> Americans in Paris are to 

found when the causes are 
categoried. It covers anything in 
the nature of a grave offense or 
injury to the complainant at the 
hands of an asserted offender, and 
it has been construed most ler- 
ally by the courts. A word, act, or 
a writing reflecting upon the 
honor, chastity, character, or rep- 
utation of a husband by his gife. 
or of a wife by her husband, justi- 
fies a divorce proceeding under this 
provision.

gold to America. It is understood 
there. will be no more shipments 
during 1926 because it was misun- 
derstood by speculators abroad, 
who believed the removal of the

endangering the economie recovery 
of Japan. It te reiterated that

5 was finished in the early days 
of the field, and for years pro- 
duced at the rate of 2000 barrels 


per day. Its total output at pres- 


ent is said to aggregate more than 
5,000,000 barrels. 

Development in the Brea Canyon 
field has been at a low ebb if 
recent years, due largely to the fact 
that the companies interested hold 
their properties in fee, and have 
no drifling requirements to meet. 
Under that condition drilling has 
been limited to those wells neces- 
sary to maintain production, and 
to offset wells to protect property 
lines.

In the hearings here it developed 
that the oll producers have more 
real fear over the discovery of 
substitutes and new processes than 
they have of any shortage of crude 
mil. It was also clearly brought 
out that there has been tremen- 
dous wastage because of unscien- 
tine methods useg in exploiting oll 
pools, but the industry itself is 
now deeply interested in getting 
nearer 100 per cent of oll out of 
the ground than the 10 to 20 per 
cent which is usuully obtained. 

New methods are now employed 
to substitute artificial gas pres- 
sure in wells, which brings the oil 
to the surface thereby vastly in- 
creasing the amount of oil secured 
from each pool. It was pointed 
out that any attempt by the gov- 
ernment to conserve oll by regulat- 
ing production would result in sky- 
high prices. The oi] producers 
went on record against regulation 
and high prices. 

Estimates as to the visible sup- 
Diy of oil now in working pools, 
ranged from four to ten years, the 
| majority of producers naming the 
| latter figure. It was brought out 
that the fluctuation in prices is 
largely due to the fact that the 
refiners as a whole depend too 
much on “flush” production to sup-

Of the 
750,000,000 barrels output about 
400,000,000 barrels are now sold as 
fuel oil. Any time there is a short- 
age in crude oll or when it is found 
necessary to produce more gaso- 
line than can be gotten from crude 
and gas oil, the ofl producers say 
there is plenty of coal available to 
make up the deficiency. 

The Federal Oil Conservation 
board, composed of Secretaries 
Hoover, Work, Davis and Wilbur. 
is primarily interested in the fu- 
ture supply of oil in this country. 
On this point the oil producers 
urged that there is plenty of oil in 
unexplored and untested territo- 
ries; that new processes make it 
certain that more oll will be tak- 
en out of working wells hereafter 
than ever before; tnat old oil 
fields can be reworked with these 
processes and more oll secured 
from them than was removed in 
the first instance; that coal und oll 
are interchangeable as fuel and 
taken together, afford an ample 
supply for all purposes for many 
years to come; that oil shale can 
yet be worked, although at higher 
costs, and that improvements in 
automobiles, reducing the gas con-

The mine, after many relocations, 
was sold through Frank M. Murphy 
to “Diamond Jo” Reynolds of St. 
Louls, who furnished a great deal 
of money for its development and 
participated in the subsequent 
profits of operation. Largely on 
account of this mine, the Santa 
Fe branch railroad from Ash Fork 
to Phoenix was bullt around be 
way of Congress.

ASHINGTON 

As decades and centuries pass, the 
heroic, solitary figure of Washington grows 
in stature and acquires a new luster. He 
was not only a man of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, but of the centuries that have fol- 
lowed. His footprints were not planted in 
the sand where wind and wave could quick- 
ly eliminate them, but in enduring rock. 
Monuments of granite and marbie rise in 
diferent parts of the earth to commemo 
rate the passing of one whom some people 
called great. These will pass; but the 
monument erected to commemorate the 
character and vision of Washington is a 
living, pulsating creation that covers near- 
ly half a continent; it is the republic known 
as the United States of America. 


Great was the brain which conceived 
that ideal; and great were the character, 
courage and ability of the man who laid 
the foundations of this citadel of human 
liberty. 

During his lifetime Washington acquired 
in. the world outside only a doubtful em 
nence. Not even the friends of the colo- 
nies beyond the seas believed that the 
young republic born in the midst of a wil- 
derness could live. It was regarded as an 
experiment that would be discarded as im- 
practical as soon as the colonies became 
But Wash- 
ington had faith in the institutions he 
helped to establish; and that faith was 
shared by his countrymen. 

As one reads now the contemporary 
tory of the last quarter of the eighteenth 
century one is filled with amazement that 
any people should be daring enough to try 
the republican experiment. The form of 
government was ancient. At one time it 
had flourishéd; but neither republic nor 
democracy had survived. Yet Washington 
risked his own future and the future of 
the colonies he had helped to liberate on 
this experiment. He did not trust himself 
alone, but he trusted his people. 

There is no parallel in history for his 
two great renunciations. When a crown 
was within his grasp he cast it aside; not 
like a Caesar to accept it later, but with 
definite renunciation. Later, when he had 
served two terms as President, he volun- 
tarily stepped aside and went into 
retirement. He was filled with no 
imagine that he 
was greater than his epoch, than his peo- 
ple. Napoleon said “A throne is a man.” 
But Washington said that a republic is an 
institution that must be greater than any 
man if it is to survive. 

He had faith that the governmental ma 
chine which he had created could function 


Riddance! 
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if common sense were exercised in its di- 
rection and control. He had faith in a 
government of law—at that period only an 


sturdy race on the eastern shore of the 
Atlantic possessed sufficient character and 
judgment to continue, to devalop and to 
perfect what he had founded. 

In justifying certain of his actions he 
said, “Religion and morality enjoin this 
conduct.” And these words are the com- 
plete refutation of those who attempt 150 
years after Washington to depict a Wash- 
ington who possessed a high regard for 


toms and the morals of those times differ 
from those of the present epoch, but the 
difference is in outward form, not inper 
essence. He stood for the highest and no- 
blest things of his age. His influence was 
always exerted in the interest of justice, 
morality and religion. What religion and 
morality enjoined was for Washington the 
only course to pursue. ' 
He lived in a military age and be ac- 
quired undying renown as a strategist and 
tactician. Until the last year of the war 
he was always fighting against forces su- 
perior in number and equipment. 
how to turn a temporary defeat into a 
final victory. He could hold on when all 
but hope was dead. He never faltered in 
the belief that right, gallantly and stub- 
bornly defended, must triumph in the end. 
And his triumph was not that of an in- 
dividual, but of a people, and finally of a 
civilization. The principle of the parlia- 
mentary forme created under the Const! 
tution is the principle adopted by the gov- 
ernment of every nation that is now a 
member of the World Court. It is the 
principle of representation by electoral ma- 
As the centuries have passed, Washing- 
tion has become an international charaé- 
ter. Other peoples now claim him as their 
inspiration and their guide. His name will 
forever be associated with representative 
government and free peoples. His renun- 
ciations point to the elements of his great- 
ness. He is greater because he could vol- 
untarily renounce temporary greatness. He 
won the battle that Napoleon and Caesar 
lost, the battle against selfish ambition, 
against man's baser self. 


ASOLANE ALIZY 
Under a huge spread of canvas the 
thirteenth show of the Los Angeles Motor 
Car Dealers’ Association has opened with 
the blare of bands, gay bunting and das- 
ziing lights.

Estimat- 
ing the total population of the State at 
5,000,000 and the average cost of each ve- 
hicle at $1000, Californians have an in- 
vestment of over $1,500,000,000 in automo- 
tive transportation and have one vehicie 
for every three and a third persons.

Demonstrators with whom I have 
talked tell me that such employ- 
ment is obtained through the dy- 
tributors, or the manufacturers, if 
the product is a local one. Some 
of the large flour milis supply 
demonstrators, oth look te the 
distributor or jobber to do his own 
local advertising. 

Salesmanship enters into the 
demonstrator's work more than 
any other factor. She does more 


than show the goods, she also 
must interest the housekeeper in 


buying them. Because of this 
many demonstrators have 
saleswomen in ry stores. They 


are accustomed to handling and 
selling food products. 

However, many of the distribu- 
tors train their demonstrators in 
the selling points of the product. 
Usually there is a supervisor of 
this branch of advertising and sell 
ing; a weman who has had a long 
experi@nce in the work. Sometimes 
she employs her own people and 
trains them. 

If you want to get inte this 
work, about the on'y way I know 
is to make a canvass of the dis- 
tributors of the different food 
products. Your corner grocer can 
probably give you the names of 
the firms handling the brands of 
goods he carries. He might also 
be able to make suggestions to you 
about the lines which are being 
demonstrated.

such tissues. There are no foods 
which in themselves wil) form mu- 
cus. 

The tissue resistance to infec- 
tions can be lowered by other 
things besides improper diet.
